In 
erecting the granite cross in the 
Arlington National Cemetery to the mem­ 
ory of the Am ericans who gave their lives 
in the Canadian service during the great 
w ar— eager 
spirits— the 
Canadian 
gov­ 
ernment has in effect given a cross of 
honor to every one of that heroic group. 
W hen the terrific losses which Canada 
suffered are remembered, this generous, 
graceful act becomes significant of some­ 
thing deeper even than that gratitude 
which rears a monument over those who 
1‘ound a certain sweetness in dying for 
their owm country. 
These wdio are thus 
remembered and recognized w’ell deserve 
to have inscribed upon this memorial to 
them the last words which a young A m er­ 
ican from New'ark, N. J., serving wdth 
the 
Canadian 
forces 
at V im y R idge, 
spoke to his comrade 
W illiam 
Clancy, 
from Texas, w’hen he knew’ that he was 
dying: 
“ I am glad I gave my life for 
the freedom of the w’orld.” 
The story, as preserved by one of the 
historians of the w'ar, Francis W . Halsey, 
is that this same W illiam Clancy, a private 
in a regiment which was chosen to form 
part of the first w’ave of men that were 
to storm Vim y R idge, took out an Am er­ 
ican flag and tied it to his bayonet (this 
being but six or seven days after the 
United States had declared w’a r), thus 
carrying the Star and Stripes for the first 
time into battle in the w’oiid war. 
He 
held this same flag to the lips of his 
dying comrade, who kissed it in love of 
his

country, 
saying: 
“ Yes, Old 
G lo ry,” but thinking of the cause, added, 
“ and new’ glory, too.”
